The shaft is 250 feet deep and is 


of one level. It was not known if 
the shaft had been damaged.

:hanksgiving for the favors of this 
November and of high hope that it 
all meant a -rejuvenated party, fully 
recovered from the crushing defeats 
it has .suffered in recent years and 
prepared to carry it policies to the 
country with lull vigor two years 
hence. 


But in the background of this 


Democratic situation, too, are certain 
important ultimate considerations 
of which the Democratic leaders are 
fully cognizant and again, one of 
the chief 'of these Is prohibition.

GAINS SURPRISINGLT LARGE 
The senate and house- overturns 


were almost as Impressive, produc- 
ing surprises even among those who 
had foreseen a Democratic return of 
the pendulum after the Republican 
sweep of 1928. 


West Virginia, 
Oklahoma and 


Colorado joined Illinois in announc- 
ing early the election, of Democratic 
senators to succeed Republicans.

Ohio, home of the Anti-Saloon league 
Robert J. Bulkley, a Democrat who 
favors repeal of prohibition,

A Democratic re 
pealist, Marcus A. Coolidge had the 
senatorial lead in Massachusetts, and 
the Democratic senatorial nominees 
in Minnesota and South Dakota also 
went out in front during the night.

Allen, after establishing an early 
lead, dropped a few hundred votes 
behind his Democratic opponent. 
Heeding the advice of its Democra- 
tic organization, Alabama was snow- 
ing under Senator Heflin's candidacy 
for reelection as an independent. 


Walsh of Montana, Glass of Virgin- 


la, Robinson of Arkansas, Harrison 
of Mississippi and Norris of Nebras- 
ka, were among the senators either 
elected or running well ahead.

losing five to Rooney and twelve to

Sheriff Lappen had an easy time 


being reelected to his office, carry- 
ing all but six of the county pre- 
cincts. His only reverses were in 
the so-called Democratic strongholds 
of the county, but Verhagen's leads 
were easily wiped out by Lappen's 
majorities in the other precincts. 
Lappen came out of the city with a 
lead of 2,941 -votes, after losing the 
first precinct of the Third ward by 
105 votes, and his lead in the county, 
outside of the city, was 2,024.

He will displace a man 
who, as time mellows the judgment 
and after the shoutings and the tu- 
mults have died out, will stand as one 
of the state's most able executives be- 
cause he quietly but with force and 
capability, executed the duties of his of- 
fice with fair regafd for all. The peo- 
ple have been ungrateful and inconsid- 
erate but the fickleness of popularity 
is one of the things that goes with 
public life. That is past history'and the 
state must always look to the future. 
What is gone may serve well for in- 
structive purposes but it must not trip 
or confuse the onward march. 


Wisconsin has suffered a great deal 


tinder some Progressive administra- 
tions. It has gained a great deal un- 
der others. Progress in government 
belongs to no particular party, or fac- 
tion. Neither does it belong to any 
particular name. Each administration 
should be judged upon its record al- 
though the people do not always so 
judge it. 


It is- no exaggeration to say that 


Wisconsin has lost tens of millions of 
dollars in investment, tens of thousands 
of population, and the prosperity which 
those items signify, because of the rep- 
utation it has gained in the nation since 
1920. The Progressives say that the 
regulars have maligned the state and 
misrepresented the facts to the rest of 
the country, have painted the state in 
wild and untrue colors and are respon- 
sible for the losses that have ensued. 
The regulars say that these losses are 
the natural result of the latter-day 
Progressive program, that their rule has 
been one of misgovernment, in actual 
fact socialism, and that Wisconsin's 
reputation.abroad has come from these 
policies and the threat of their exten- 
sion. 


Those who remember the political 


history of Wisconsin of thirty years 
ago at the time it first came under 
Progressive control, will remember that 
no such difficulty was presented and 
that the standing of the state in the 
nation was far different then than it 
was four years ago when Mr. Elaine 
quit the executive office. 
The nation 


then looked at Wisconsin as a state 
whose people had taken careful stock 
of their government, found it wanting 
in important particulars and had gone 
about the work of reconstruction ably, 
sanely and practically. The first dec- 
ade of Progressive rule in Wisconsin 
not only lost nothing to the state but 
brought to it respect and confidence. 
The appeal then was always to men's 
better judgment, to ideas of fairness 
and the right, with honest administra- 
tion of public affairs, and the induction 
of men of capacity in office to shouj- 
der the tasks. 


What fair student of Wisconsin's 


past and familiar with the facts will 
make any such assertion concerning the 
six years from 1921 to 1927 when Mr. 
Elaine was governor? Under his lead- 
ership the appeal was not to the just or 
to the fair but was a sinister and intem- 
perate appeal to the bigotry in govern- 
ment that arises from the clash of 
classes. 
It was a denouncement of 


men for having different opinions, how- 
ever honest. It was a constant attempt 
to divide the state into two separate 
camps and with artful stimulation of 


distrust and even hatred to make the 
camps permanent. 


Those who were politically opposed 


to Mr. Elaine were even denied fair 
hearings before members of the legisla- 
ture or treated cavalierly and with con- 
tempt. Constructive measures were 
sorely lacking. Many were appointed 
to office seemingly for their political 
influence and without regard to their 
fitness; and even the judiciary was not 
immune. 
Appeals to emotionalism 


were the order of the day. As a result, 
a strong, compact and powerful politi- 
cal machine was constructed and kept 
in operation. The loss that Wisconsin 
suffered came through those six years 
and during a period when ability in the 
administration of state affairs was no- 
ticeable for its absence. 


If Mr. LaFollette chooses to conduct 


his office in the same way it is diffi- 
cult to see how similar results can be 
avoided. Most men cannot be driven 
with whip or spur, abuse or intimida- 
tion; neither can they be expected to 
respect a government without ideals 
and operated for the purpose of per- 
petuating its leaders in power. 
> 


Mr. LaFollette's ability is an un- 


known factor. But he has indicated a 
trait in his campaign quite too rare in 
Progressive circles. He has not been 
personally abusive. He has not been 
vindictive. He has not denounced men 
because they did not see things the 
same way he saw them. He has been 
willing to admit that upon most ques- 
tions affecting the policy of the state 
there is room for honest difference of 
opinion. Such a trait 
of character 


will be of "material assistance to him 
in office. It will go some distance at 
least to correct a very prevalent no- 
tion concerning the purposes of the 
Progressives. 


No resident of Wisconsin wants to 


hurt the state. No one can do so with- 
out hurting himself. That applies froni 
the chief executive down and must 
be apparent to all. It should be equally 
apparent that everyone cannot have 
his way, that the choice of policy is 
-often-a close and many times a, vexa- 
tious question, that when a policy of 
state is determined upon by the law- 
makers, if done upon careful survey of 
all factors with an attitude of fairness 
and an honest purpose, without the in- 
tent of penalizing anyone or fomenting 
discord and turmoil, it will probably be 
received by* all in good grace as the 
best that can be. done under the cir- 
cumstances. If the Elaine attitude of 
belligerency is to be maintained it .will 
be met by belligerency. Strife with- 
out purpose begets nothing but strife. 
A continuation of that policy will mean 
only 
a continuation of extensive 


building just over the Illinois border, 
where already too many of Wisconsin's 
industries are located, an enduring 
monument to thoughtless policies that 
anyone may see from a passing train.

University of Michigan has written 


Governor Green that it awill send him 
a draft for its entire receipts at one 
of the big games on its regular sched- 
ule so that he may disburse it this win- 
ter where most needed. University of 
Michigan wasn't afraid of -"dangerous 
precedents" or any other of the lame 
and ambiguous language that may be 
used by faculty committees in failing 
to realize either the conditions pre- 
vailing in some of the larger cities or 
the responsibilities of our great uni- 
versities to the rest of the people. It 
determined to set a helpful precedent, 
one that might start opening other 
pocketbooks.

GUY FAWKES DAY 


On Nov. 5, 1605. the attempt of Guy Fawkes, 


an English eonsairator, to blow up the king', Ms 
ministers and the members of the both houses of 
Parliament, failed. This conspiracy, known as 
the "gunpowder plot," was discovered when bar- 
rels of powder had already been placed in tlie 
building prepared for ignition. 


Parliament 
set aside Nov. 5 as a day for 


thanksgiving, known as Guy Fawkes Day, which 
continues to Jae celebrated in parts of England to 
the present day.

THE SAND FLY ^CRIMINATED 


IN A CASE OF HAT FEVER 


SANS HAT. 


Altho some of us newspapers doc- 


:ors have been talking a great deal 
about it, the practicing medical men 
are just beginning to recognize that 
allergy is a common cause of coryza, 
)ronchial trouble, asthma and pre- 
sumptive hay-fever. 


Dr.- Salvatore J. Parlato, Buffalo 


nose and throat specialist, reported 
n, the Journal of Allergy last No- 
vember a case of Coryza and Asth- 
ma which he was able to prove due 
:o sand flies, otherwise known as 
Caddis flies. 


The lady has always lived along 


:he Niagara river. Thruout child- 
lood she had suffered attacks of 
lives every summer. Her present 
ioryza and asthma had begun when 
she was about sixteen',^ and curiously 
enough her hives had ceased when 
she was fifteen. With each succeed- 
ing summer since the coryza and 
asthma began the trouble had re- 
curred, rather more severely and 
with longer periods of duration. The 
onset -was, usually the end of June, 
and the trouble continued until the 
middle of September or when the 
first cold weather came. A peculiar 
feature the lady noticed was that 
she often felt relief while on a motor 
trip inland—in open country where 
the roadsides abound with grasses 
and weeds commonly responsible 
for hay fever. "When this odd relief 
lappened repeatedly, the lady began 
;o suspect the cause of her trouble 
must 
be something1 around 
her 


lome near the river. Intuitively— 
why not—she suspected sand flies, 
jecause they usually appeared about 
;he season when her trouble return- 
ed, and disappeared along with the 
coryza and asthma. 


Dr. Parlato gave the patient skin 


and eye tests with various -pollens 
found about Buffalo in the summer 
months. All these proved negative. 
3e tested the patient for sensitivity 
;o various foods, with similar nega- 
tive results. He tested her 
with 


many common air-borne substances, 
including house dust and canary 
feathers (the patient kept a canary 
at home), and no slight reaction oc- 
curred to any of these. Then the 
patient's 
husband 
captured 
and 


brought to the doctor some of the 
sand flies, and from these the doc- 
tor made an'extract. With the ex- 
tract he made skin and eye tests on 
the patient, her husband and his 
own office nurse. The patient gave 
a distinctly positive reaction; the 
ether two persons used as controls 
showed no reactions. Likewise sev- 
eral hay fever patients known to 
be sensitive to certain pollens gave 
no reaction to sandfly skin tests. 
Finally thb doctor clinched it by 
letting the patient smell of some of 
the dead sandflies in a jar, and -with 
in five minues she began to have a 
typical coryza. Then treatment was 
started to immunize the patient by 
hypodermic injections or gradually 
increasing doses of sand fly extract, 
and the patient soon began to im- 
prove. The following season was the 
first comfortable summer the patient 
had enjoyed in more years than 
most ladies like to acknowledge. 


Dr. Parlato believes that the fine 


hairs and scaly epithelium covering 
the -wings of the sand flies, 
and 


readily shed when' the insects fly 
about, float in the air as does pollen 
and so enter the breathing tract of 
the sensitive individual.

Do you believe in the toxin-anti' 


toxin shots that are to be given 
school children? My doctor claims 
that 9 out of 10 of the diphtheria 
cases he has had in the last sis 
months had received the shots. I 
would like your opinion on the mat- 
ter.

Answer. — In cities where the 


schoolchildren have been immuniz 
ed 
by 
toxin-antitoxin 
injections 


there are scarcely as many as 10 
cases or" diphtheria for all the doc 
tors, in six months. By all means 
give, the children this protection. 


The/Victim of Cancer. 


My sister is now in hospital with 


cancer of the intestine. The doctors 


:ell me there is no hope, and she can 
•ive only a few months. Do you 
:hink there is any chance at all that 
this cancer paste one of your cor- 
respondents wrote about could bene- 
fit her? (B. E. S.) 


Answer.—No. Such treatment can 


be applied only where the cancer is 
external and accessible. In internal 
cancer that has progressed bes^ond 
reach of operation, the only alterna- 
tive remedies are deep , X-ray or 
radium treatment, which might alle- 
viate in some cases. Otherwise it is 
jindest to let your family; doctor 
seep the patient ^s comfortable as 
possible until the end. I hate to say 
this, but still-I think if I were the 
victim I could be grateful at least 
that I might have such comfort as 
the doctor can give. 


. 'Any Real Competent Doctor. 
.Please let me have the name and 


address of a doctor who can admin- 
ister insulin to help a very skinny 
person accumulate some flesh, as 
described in one of your highly in- 
structive articles recently. (W. A. M.) 


Answer.— Any physician who is 


worthy of public confidence can and 
will give insulin in such a case, or 
instruct the patent in the use of it, 
if. .it is advisable. 
If the doctor 


meets the inquiry with a denial that 
insulin can be so used or with a 
ilunt confession that he has "never 
iieard of it," that's your cue to look 
around for a better medical adviser.

Big business men, These Chinese. 
Now'and then a Chinese enrolls 


in the course of Chi-Chen Wang at 
Columbia university to learn more 
about his own language. 


Mr. Wang is Columbia's instruc- 


tor in Chinese and he has 18 in his 
class this semester, most of them 
Americans who intend to teach Ori- 
ental history and allied subjects. 
Although the language has been 
taught at Columbia since 1901, en- 
rollment has increased during the 
last three years. But fewer students 
are missionaries, who once were in 
the majority. 


Chinese, being 
an 
ideographic 


language, rather than a phonetic 
tongue, is one of the most difficult 
for Americans. Wang's pupils learn 
a vocabulary of about 1,000 charac- 
ters the first year .(if they apply 
themselves like good pupils). Some 
of them manage to learn only about 
600, but that's enough to get them 
around China. 


There are thousands of characters 


in the Chinese language, but the 
average college-educated native 
knows only about 7,000, or maybe 
10,000 a Columbia, authority said. 


Few of those who study under 


Wang intend to have commercial 
relations with China, but a year or 
so ago one man was enrolled pre- 
paratory to going over as a fur 
trader. Chinese take the course to 
learn Wen Li, the classical Man- 
darin language, which is purer than 
most of the native vernacular. 


Columbia has one of the largest 


Chinese libraries in America. About 
30,000 volumes in the language.

Carolina, who entered the 


senate in 1901; Senators Overman, 
a democrat from the same state, 
and Smoot of Utah, a republican, 
who took their seats in 1903, and 
Senator Borah, republican of Idaho, 
who entered the senate in 1907. 


These senators were forced to put 


up with many inconveniences un- 
known now. For example, 
there 


were only a half dozen telephones 
in the Maltby. There was a booth 
on the main corridor of each floor, 
and if a senator was called or wished 
to use the phone, he had to leave 
his office to do so. 


In the senate office building now 


there are some 600 telephones. 


NO WAITS NOW 


But perhaps the greatest incon- 


venience was that they had to brave 
all sorts of weather to answer "roll 
calls. Through rain and snow, .heat . 
and cold they were forced to mato' • 
their way to and from the "capitol 
up the hill. 


Now, 
in bad weather, they are 


rapidly whisked through a subway, 
which connects the capitol and their 
offices, in a railway car. 


As an illustration of the difference 


between now and those days, I am 
reminded of an experience of Sena- 
tor Perkins of California. 


On the occasion of Washington's '" 


birthday, the senator was chosen to 
read Washington's 
Farewell Ad- ' 


dress. Unknown "to him, the senate 
had convened an hour earlier that 
day. 


•A page was dispatched 
to the 


Maltby to find Senator Perkins. He 
located him in his office,, feet prop- 
ped on a desk, familiarizing himself 
with what he was to read. When, 
told that the senate awaited him, 
he-ran all the way to the 'capitol.' 


But the ascent of the hill was too 


much. Senators had io wait another 
30 minutes until Perkins could .catch 
his breath.

This thirteen month 
lapse has 


been the -subject of much debate in 
congress and has been considered in 
the form of a constitutional amend- 
ment which has twice obtained the 
necessary two-thirds vote in the 
senate but has been killed in the 
house of representatives. If adopted 
hy three-fourths 
of the states as 


well as congress it would have pro- 
vided for the taking of office in Jan- 
uary of all members of the house of 
representatives elected this week as 
well as one-third of the 
senators 


who -were up for election Tuesday. 
In order to synchronize the presi- 
dential inauguration with the ses- 
sions of congress the same amend- 
ment proposed that presidents be in- 
augurated in January instead of 
March. 


OLD TRAVEL METHODS 


The original purpose of the con- 


stitution was to allow enough time 
between an election and the induc- 
tion of a new congress so that there 
would be sufficient continuity and 
also an opportunity for the members 
to travel back and forth, which 150 
years ago meant journeys of several 
weeks for each member. 


With modern transportation faci- 


lities the original reasons for delay 
have passed and as for continuity 
the house as well as the senate real- 
ly retains at each election a large 
percentage, of its membership. 


•Under the. proposed amendment 


the so-called short session of con; 
gress which begins nest month and 
automatically expires on March 4 
would be abolished. Congress in- 
stead would meet in January and- 
could stay in session for two years. 
The plan was suggested as a means 
of stopping filibusters in the short 
session but it also was urged on 
the ground -that men who had been 
repudiated at a November election 
would not remain in power through- 
out an old session of congress as is 
now the • case. Thus the congress 
elected in November 1928 meets in 
regular session next month and can 
adopt 
legislation 
until March .4. 


Many men .who have been defeated 
in Tuesday's, .election 
frequently 


termed "lame .ducks," . will ba ;ahle 
to vote in congress on important 
measures. 


BRINGS LONG DELAYS 


Thus -if the election- in some dis- 


tricts indicated a:distinct wet senti- 
ment ; but' the-" district ' is 'at present 
represented by a' dry, the desire of 
the constituency cannot be fulfilled 
on that particular question until a 
year from December. 


Undoubtedly the country in Tues- 


day's election will have expressed • it- 
self on many issues, prohibition, tar- 
iff and party-responsibility. The na- 
tural tendency is to express a pro- 
test on economic conditions. These 
conditions however may be entirely 
different in December, 1931. 
, Senator George Norris of Nebraska 
is the sponsor of the. proposed con- 
stitution amendment and he intends 
to press it for action whenever an 
opportunity presents itself. Inasmuch 
as the amendment has not been sub- 
mitted to the 'states in any form, 
there is no way of telling- of cours» 
what the legislatures will 
think 


about it. But the trend at the mo- 
ment Is toward the ultimate adoption 
of a. resolution of that kind.

INSPIRE CONFIDENCE 


The first iron of this kind of which 


I laid hold of was a number foui 
which I encountered in Jimmy Don- 
aldson's shop in Sarasota, Florida in 
1926. 
I immediately added it to my 


kit. I have no hesitancy in saying 
that it is tqday my favorite iron, a 
club I delight to play and in which 
I have unlimited confidence. Since 
the day when I acquired it I have 
always used it wherever possible, 
sparing it sometimes to take the 
place of a mashie and forcing it 
again to do the work of a three La- 
ter in the game year, I obtained a 
three which could have been made 
by the same forger, it was so nearly 
like the four, but it had a faulty bal- 
ance and I had not used it greatly 
until I had the shaft changed this 
spring. 
These are now the only 


really thick-topped clubs I carry, but 
the others while more finely drawn 
along the top lines are still of solid 
appearance and inspire 
confidence 


that they are not too fragile for the 
heaviest •* ork. 


I think that there are three de- 


finite advantages of the thick top 
They are: First, it inspires confi 
dence; second, the 
more solidly 


built club has a more satisfying feel 
and ring when it comes in contact 
with the ball, (there is both a solid 
feel and sound with no semblance 
of the tinny response of the thinner 
blade); and third, an advantage 
which may be 
wholly 
imaginary 


yet it has its effect on the shot. The 
last requires some explanation to be 
appreciated.

The fifth hole at

mediately and the eggs harden. 


"After they are taken ashore, the 


eggs are placed on wire trays and 
transported to hatcheries. At the 
hatcheries they are measured by 
the quart, each quart 
containing 


approximately 8,000 eggs, and put in 
fine mesh wire trays. The infertile 
eggs, detected by 
color, are re- 


moved. 


"The fertile 
eggs, are put In 


hatchery boxes on wire trays in 
piles of 10 to 12 trays per box. These 
are put in hatching tanks through 
which a stream of water flows from 
90 to 120 days — the average incuba- 
tion period of the trout. 


After hatching the fish are held 


from 21 to 40 days before being dis- 
tributed. 
Generally 
the fish 
are 


placed in the beds from which the 
spawn was taken.

His proposal for auto insurance 
would be modeled upon the present 
workmen's compensation law. 


"As applied to the field of auto ac- 


cidents, the present system is pure, 
unadulterated mockery" Mre Wilcox 
said. "To make matters worse, we 
are not only glutting- the courts, but 
ranging: them into disfavor because 
the system puts upon them the obli- 
gation to see that justice is done un- 
der law and set of circumstances 
where justice is not possible. 


"First, in drawing up any sort of 


compulsory compensation plan to be 
applied to auto accidents, we must 
abolish the idea that blame or fault 
:an be "placed. No two persons evert, 
;aw an accident alike, and to attempt 
:o place blame in order to award in- 
surance is folly. 


"I am ready to urge that the bene-" 


'.its because of personal injury and 
death should be identical -with, those 
accruing under workmen's compensa- 
lons," he asserted, "and that these 
senefits should be administered by 
the same department. That will in- 
sure uniformity 
of administration 


and decision, avoid 
confusion, .and 


misunderstanding, and protect the 
public against any contest between 
systems. 


"I believe that benefits should 


payable for property damage just aS^ 
for personal injury, and on a liki per- 
centage basis. To relieve against the 
jurden of administration for proper- 
:y damage accidents, I would provide 
the equivalent of waiting period loss 
such as we have under workmen's 
compensation. 


"The benefits of the law should not 


be extended to meet personal injuries 
or items of property damage except 
f there is involved some other ve'-i 
licle, some other person, or some 
other property, in 
addition to the 


motor vehicle which is covered by 
:he new law. 


"The most important question*f.r- 


consideration will be the character of 
the insurance protection. Whether 
;hrough the service of private insui- 
ance companies Or by a monopolistic 
state fund, or by a monopolistic mu- 
;ual insurance company, or through 
the agency or a gas tax, an»election 
of plan must be made by the design- 
er of the law at the very outset. 


"I express preference for the mo- 


nopolistic mutual over a monopolistic 
state fund, because the former can 
be so organized and managed as to 
retain private character and relieve 
the state from the necessary obliga- 
tions that- attach to a state admin- 
istered fund, at the same time secur- 
ing the economies that monopoUsti''- 
systems have over competitive 
panies. 


"If there was no other tax-upon 


gasoline or car fuel such a fund^rsus- 
ing plan might be considered as con- 
venient, but the levy in most states 
is now of such character that any 
substantial increase would promote 
bootlegging of the product. 


'The same line of attack which met 


our proposals for workmen's compen- 
sation back in 1911 will be brought 
forward against compulsory compen- 
sation in auto accidents," Mr.,Wilcox 
pointed out. "In importance of the 
problem, in matter of social need and 
in 'fundamental reason for adoption 
there is many times the degree of 
urgency for action at this time."

energy. 
It is the Skagit river project, to 


cost ultimately $75,000,000 and to be 
finished in less than 15 years. 


Financed from reserve bonds be- 


ing retired from profits of Seattle's 
28-year-old public power and light 
system 
this gigantic 
system will 


produce, when complete, a total of 
1,120,000 horsepower. This is almost 
equal to Boulder Dam's 
ultimate 


capacity of 1,200,000; it is greater 
than Niagara's American output; 
nearly twice the power of Muscle 
Shoals project. 
Skagit river, some 100 miles north 


of Seattle, will be harnessed by three 
great dams, Gorge, Diablo and Ruby. 
The first two are now complete. Ac- 
cording to J. D. Ross, superinten- 
dent of Seattle's City Light and 
Power, this project will cost but 
$66.65 per horsepower, cheapest unit 
cost of any large hydro development 
in America.

Baby Of One Year Needs' 


Tooth Brush, Doctors Say 


Madison — A tooth brush for a 


baby, one year old, was recommend- 
ed by medical authorities here to- 
day. Although only the first teeth 
have appeared and the eye teeth will 
not appear for several months later, 
the health of the child can be aided 
by taking- care of the teeth at one 
year of age. 


"When the baby is one year old, 


he should have twelve teeth; and it 
is about this time that he should 
have his first tooth brush and his 
training in the care of his mouth 
and teeth should begin," declares 
the Health Bujletin to mothers is- 
sued by the State Medical Society 


ri'Gj i.GCiC.y. 
t 
"Keep them just as white and 


shiny ar when they first appeared. 
The child soon becomes accustomed 
to having his teeth brushed after 
each meal, and as he grows, this 
routine will become a part of his life. 
He should be encouraged as early as 
possible to brush his own teeth and 
so create tho habit at an early age. 


"A great many people do not be- 


lieve that it is necessary to care 
for the baby teeth because, so they 
reason, the child will soon lose them 
and gain a good 'set of teeth in their 
stead. 


"This mistaken 
conception 
has 


caused a great deal of unnecessary 
suffering and serious after results 
that could have been prevented so 
easily. Of course the baby teeth will 
all be gone usually by the time the 
child is twelve years of age, but the' 
fact that these teeth were put there 
for a purpose and that some of them 
are going to stay even that long, 
makes it necessary that we make ev- 
ery" effort to keep them as healthy 
and free from decay as possible. 
Aside from this, the premature loss 
of one of these little teeth results 
oftentimes, in a serious deformity of 
the face and jaws as well as a seri- 
ous crippling of the chiffi's chewing 
machinery at a time in his life wnen 
it is most vitally needed. 


"These baby teeth are grinders to 


prepare all of the child's food for its 
reception into the stomach. 'If they 
are diseased by decay so that the 
child cannot properly masticate his 
food or if they are prematurely lost 
the digestive organs are 
seriously 


handicapped. They also hold the 


space In -^the mouth until the per- 
manent teeth are ready to erupt; 
and every time that a baby tooth is 
prematurely lost, it has a direct bear- 
ing on the position in the mouth that 
the permanent tooth which replaces 
it will-take. 


"When it is necessary to extract 


a baby tooth long- before the perman- 
ent tooth should erupt, or when the 
baby tooth is badly broken down by 
decay, the teeth on each side of 
such a space will close together de- 
creasing the space that was former- 
ly occupied by the baby tooth and 
making it much more difficult for 
the permanent tooth to come into its 
proper place. This -is often the cause 
of a crowded, irregular condition of 
the permanent teeth."
